I Bassenpa (Freiburg) 

Experiments with dogs to determine whether "chronic* nicotine application 
produced nicotine tolerance. The research relates to hypertension. 

HAM Russell (London) 


Sees smoking as a dependence on nicotine. Has written extensively or. nicotine 
gum and or. changes in smoking behaviour related to low tar cigarettes. 

teo Abood (Rochester) 


Research on nicotine and the central nervous system. Does not appear to 
be an anti-smoker. 


Kar) Baetlfg (Zurich) 

Has studied various behavioural aspects of nicotine, focusing on beneficial 
effects of smoking, though he has referred to smoking as a "dependency".
